- system for transporting and/or cleaning of slaughter equipment, said member (14)-being formed 
substantially in the shape of a human hand with five fingers (15) and being adapted to distend a 
prot e ctive glove position e d on it in a common plan e containing the fingers , the fingers being 
formed by a configuration of bar members mounted in a common base and being adapted to 
distend a protective glove positioned in a common plane containing the fingers, each bar member 
being formed from a single piece of wire material having ends secured in two mounting holes 
provided in said base and being bent into a hair-needle shape characteriz e d in that th e fing e rs 
(15, 37) ar e formed by a configuration of bar m e mb e rs (151) mount e d in a common base (16, 
4 1), said bar memb e rs (151) e xtending substantially in symm e try with resp e ct to said common 
plane and b e ing form e d to distend the -a corresponding finger member of athe protective glove in 
a direction transverse to said common plane.

A glove holding member as claimed in claim 1, charact e riz e d in 
thatwherein the configuration of bar members (151) is surrounded by a ring member 
arranged to be displaceable in the longitudinal direction of the bar members (151) to bring the 
bar members together by displacement in a direction towards the distal ends of the bar members 
and to allow the bar members to spread out from each other by displacement in a direction 
towards the base. 



(currently amended): A combination of a glove Us e of a holding member as claim e d in 
claim 1 in a system for for supporting protective gloves in a slaughterhouse and a system for 
transporting and/or cleaning of slaughterhouse equipment, said system comprising at least one 
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transporting and/or cleaning device for slaughter equipment, said system being provided with a 
stationary glove holder mounting means for holding charact e riz e d in that tho base (16, 4 1) of 
said glove holder member (1 4 . 37) formed substantially in the shape of a human hand with five 
fingers and formed by a configuration of bar members mounted in a common base provided with 
an engagement means for releasable engagement withlsaid glove holder mounting means, said 
glove holder mounting means comprising a projecting hook member and a projecting guide 
member and said engagement means comprising an extension of said base of the glove holding 
member provided with an opening for engagement with said hook member and a recess 
engageable by said guide membe ri G provid e d with e ngag e m e nt means for r e l e asable e ngagement 
with glove hold e r mounting means provided by transporting and/or cleaning d e vic e.

the glove holding member with respect to the tubular support members-(4Q). 

(currently amended): The combination Use-as-claimed in claim^f characteriz e d in 
that wherein said transporting and/or cleaning device comprises a trolley for transportation of 
slaughter equipment to and from a cleaning installation.
